Sangerville High School has made an attempt to 
follow the educational philosophy suggested by Coi- 
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umbia University. Our problem has been to adjust 
the school as far as possible, to the advanced changes 
made in secondary education in the past five years. 
In view of these changes we have set up the follow- 
ing three principles as guides toward a better school 
life for all students. 1. The first duty of the school 
is to teach students to do better the most desirable 
activities that they will perform in later life. 2. The 
school should guide the pupil in the formation of a 
positive personality that will enable him to adjust 
himself quickly, quietly, and efficiently in any type of 
society. 38. Every student has a right to succeed in 
his field of special interest as long as he makes an 
honest attempt to learn and profit from acquired 
knowledge. 

To meet the needs of the first two principles the 
school should have music, home economics, and man- 
ual training in the curriculum. These courses should 
be substituted for some of the material now in the 
program that is of little value to the majority of the 
students enrolled. The present offering aims to pre- 
pare students for college, but the enrollment statistics 
show that less than one percent of the graduates of 
this school in the past four years have enrolled in 
liberal arts colleges. The school and community need 
a more modern curriculum that will prepare students 
for the business of living happily, a well rounded, 
normal life. 

To meet the demands of the second principle 
suggested above, it has been necessary to place in the 
curriculum a course in Personalty Study, primarily in- 
tended for seniors. This course follows the outline of 
a similar course offered by Professors Jersild and Can- 
tril of Columbia. It is non technical but aims ata 
logical solution of the common problems to be encoun- 
tered in every day life. 

The students have shown special interest in the 
fields of radio and geology. The physics department 
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has sponsored experiments in radio construction, which 
lead to a better understanding of simple receiving 
sets. Actual working models have been assembled 
from obsolete receiving sets obtained by the pupils at 
small cost. This type of project tends to put theory 
into practice by producing results which have a definite 
practical value. 

The laboratory is well equipped for experimental 
work in physics and chemistry. Additional equipment 
has been added each year with the result that now we 
are able to conduct experiments with accurate results. 

New books have been purchased for the library 
which cover widely diversified student interests. An 
attempt is being made to make the pupils familiar with 
broad areas of culture, where many issues remain 
unsolved. Group decisions and cooperate study can ba 
carried on with the aid of the library as a guide, toward 
logical thinking. 

Through the aid received from the Woman’s Club 
and Red Cross, lunches have been served daily to all 
students in the school that live out of the village. 
Student committees plan the lunches and attempt to 
make the noon hour a period for happy social gather- 
ing. 

The process of school development should be con- 
tinuous. Its success will depend on the cooperation of 
the community, the board of education, superintendent, 
and the enthusiasm of well trained teachers.

REPORT OF NURSING SERVICE 


To Town Manager, Selectmen and Citizens of Sanger- 
ville: 

I hereby submit annual report of public health nurs- 
ing service given to your town from the period Feb- 
ruary 1, 1936 to February 1, 1987. 

During November the nurse completed her inspec- 
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tion in the following schools. Campbell’s Corner, 
Jackman, Gilman’s, East Sangerville and Jackson. In 
making the inspection it was found 10 had vision cor- 
rected, 13 dental corrections, also one tonsil operation 
had been done. The nurse is always glad to lend as- 
sistance in helping to make arrangements for correc- 
tive work. One child was taken to oculist in Dover 
and glasses fitted. 

The outstanding project for the year was the Tuber- 
culin Test and X-ray Clinic. All school children (where 
permission was granted by the parents) were given 
this test by Miss Gay of Fairfield. The plan was 
sponsored by the Woman’s Club with gratifying re- 
sults, not one child being recommended for treatment. 

In July a preschool clinic was held and was well 
attended. Much interest was shown by the mothers. 

Many home visits of investigation, jnstructive and 
social service nature have been made and problems 
taken care of or turned over to proper authorities. 
Talks have been given to the Woman’s Club, and as- 
sistance given to the Farm Bureau in arranging for a 
clinic. 

In August a new health nurse, Miss Lucy Clark, 
(who will work with mothers and preschool children) 
was added to the county workers under the auspices 
of the Bureau of Health, thus making it possible for 
your nurse to give more service to school children and 
tuberculosis patients, and other health problems. 

We express our appreciation and wish to thank thea 
town for its financial support of the county health 
work.
